From Washington Regarding Alleged 


Refusal of Government Attorney

Washington, April 15—The attention 


of the officials of the department of 
justice was called today to a published 
despatch from San Juan, Porto Rico, to 
the effect the United States attorney 
there had declined to ptosecute crim- 
inally a number of army and navy of- 
ficers for alleged smuggling, explaining 
his action by the statement he was 
acting under instructions from Wash- 
ington. The department made the fol- 
lowing statement:

The mob was 
divided, a portion endeavoring to sav« 
the negro, while others were determin- 
ed to hang him.

Jhe lynching was followed by an 


onslaught on the negro section of the 
city by the mob. Houses were burn- 
ed and the negroes were driven out of 
the city. The mob charged upon the 
negro quarter smashing in the doors 
and windows, finally firing- several 
houses and seriously interfering with 
the efforts of the fire department to 
extinguish a fire. All peace officers 
of the city and county were called out 
but the mob swept them aside and 
continued rioting.
